The sad intelligence of tho death of the most
honored of American authors was announced in
this city on Tuesday morning, consequently, too
late to give us an opportunity to make even a brief
notice of our sorrowful regret.

A iriend ot ours, who occupies a lordly mansion

Soon after1 heerecied'a rude building for tlie recep

At this demonstration, the Captain looked auitc
surprised, and remarked, "Why, sir, you just left
Washington Irving's company, and from the number
of times I have seen you in familiar conversation
with him on this boat, I supposed you were one of
his most intimate mends.

and that this is offered as a reason for our arrest
we deem it due to ourselves thus publicly to declare
the statement entirely without foundation : that we
are not public agitators ofany sort, but ordpr-lovin-g

businessmen, pnpsujng oirr own affaija. Wo would
at tho same time, in view of the numerous exciting
reports tnat are being published, take occasion to
declare that we were treated with every proper
consideration and kindness by the military and citi-
zens of Alartinsburg, where the arrest took place,
and that as soon as our case was made known to the
railroad company, tho President and other officers
promptly telegraphed the Commanding General and
procured our release ; and, moreover, as further
evidence of our exoneration of the Baltimore and
Ohio Railroad Company of all blame for this unu-
sual proceeding to entire confidence, that no further
further annoyance to passengers will occur, we pro-
pose to return home by that route

This is a bill to divest out of the defendant Tip-
ton, the title to 730 acres and '40 poles of land in the
county ot Union, claimed by complainant.

The facts of the esse are these : On the 5th of
August, 1819, Tipton made a consolidated entry for
izuii acres under the provisions ot the act ot IS4,
ClL 20.

In October, 1810, six individuals, whose names
are given in the record, being separately the own-
ers of all certificate warrants issued by the Regis-
ter of "West Tennessee, amountrng in the aggregate
to HI acres, caused several cntrie 4 to be made
of the same, in their respective names, in tlie Entry
Taker's office of Obion county f and being thus the
owners of these small tracts, they caused the same
to bo enlarged to 200. acres each, under the occupant
laws ot tne fctate frovidmg lor extension rights ;
and abo had the same entered in their respective
names. These tracts constituted the 1200'acres be
fore mentioned.

Tipton became the assignee of these warrants and
extension entries, and lor the purpose of obtamg a
grant made the consolidated entry aforesaid, having
paid to the Entry Taker the lees that were allowed
by law to the Entry Taker, Surveyer, Register and
Secretary of State, in obtaining grants; But the
State did pot issue tlie grant to him tiU the 1st day
ol January, iwu,

On the 1st day of September, 1851, S. W. Coch
rane made an entry of the land claimed by complain
ant, anu which, in part, contacts witn l'pions entry
and grant; but being subsequently informed of the
conflict, he determined to abandon the entry ; out
tne same Doing leu on the me in the Taker's
office, was recorded by tho Deputy Entry Taker
without his knowledge.

It seems, that prior to the discovery of the conflict.
Cochrane had proposed to give the entry to tho com-
plainant ; and as we take it, from the record, with
out anv consideration.
